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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentleman, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions  of  +he  District  for  the 
year  1947. 


The  report  has  again  been  prepared  in 
part  from  the  records  of  Dr.  Martin  and  with  very  valuable 
assistance  from  Mr.  Ashbridge,  Sanitary  Inspector.  A  special 
word  of  thanks  is  also  due  to  the  staff  of  the  County  Health 
Department  for  the  way  in  which  they  carried  on  the  work  before 
I  assumed  duty. 


Statistics  in  the  report  again  show  a 
satisfactory  condition  of  the  general  health  of  the  district. 

The  death  rate  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year  while  the 
birth  rate  exceeds  last  year’s  high  figure.  The  illegitimate 
birth  rate  is  again  down  but  only  due  to  the  estimated  increase 
in  the  population,  the  actual  number  being  higher  than  1946. 

The  one  disturbing  feature  is  the  marked  increase  in  the  number 
of  children  dying  in  the  first  year  of  life.  A  large  part  of 
the  increase  was  due  to  infantile  diarrhoea,  a  disease  which 
tends  to  be  prevalent  in  a  warm  summer. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  my  sincere 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  memoers  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 
to  your  Clerk  and  to  Mr,  Ashbridge  for  their  assistance  and 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Infectious  diseases  occur  in  cycles.  In  1946 
scarlet  fever  was  prevalent.  This  year  measles  provided 
the  highest  number  of  cases. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  only  two  cases 
of  poliomyelitis,,  or  infantile  paralysis,  occured  in  the 
district. 


Two  interesting  outbreaks  of  food-poisoning  were 
investigated.  In  each  the  cause  was  proved  to  be  the  eating 
of  duck  eggs  that  had  been  insufficiently  cooked.  Although 
the  cause  was  the  same  in  both  outbreaks,  the  eggs  came 
from  different  parts  of  the  county.  The  infective  germ 
was  found  in  eggs  laid  by  the  suspected  duels  and  in  the 
ducks.  Duck  eggs  must  at  all  time  be  thoroughly  cooked. 

The  demand  for  diphtheria  immunisation  was  very  good 
during  the  year.  At  least  two  sessions  were  held  every 
month  in  South  Wigston  and  Wigston  Magna  and  only  very  few 
parents  do  not  now  avail  themselves  cf  this  life  saving 
measure.
